BOLTON MAY RECOVER 
FROM DUEL IN STREET 


Trouble Said to Have Started 
When Snipes, Non-Union 
Painter, Is Called Scab. 


Macon, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Will Bolton, the worst injured of the 
three victims of the exhibition of fron- 
tier gun play at Third and Poplar 
streets vesterday afternoon, is still in 
a critical condition at the Macon hos- 
pital, though hope of his recovery has 
not been entirely abandoned. 

“If pneumonia does not set in, I 
think he will have a fair chance f» 
recovery.” said~ the attending physi- 
cian today. “Of course when a man 
is shot through the lunge the chances 
are ten to one against him.’ 

Charles Snipes and Grover C. Little, 
the other two victims, are in the hos- 
pital ward at the county jail. Their 
injuries are painful but are not con- 
sidered serious. Neither has yet con- 
sented to talk of the shooting and will 
probably have nothing to say until the 
outcome of Bolton’s injuries is known. 

It was learned today that the shoot- 
ing, was the result of a quarrel which 
occurred two weeks ago in a Broad- 
way saloon. The three men were 
membe rs of a party in the saloon when 
Bolton is alleged to have said to a 
friend who was with him, “Come on, 
let’s get away from these scabs.” This 
angred Snipes, who is a non-union 
painter, and it is alleged he cut Bol- 
ton on the cheek with a knife. Then 
both men were alleged to have made 
threats against the other, .endin in 
the shooting scrape of Saturday after-
